ARMY TO SET UP COASTAL 
CHAIN OF RADIO LOCATORS 
TO SPOT ENEMY PLANES 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP). 
REATION of a chain of ra- 
C dio detector stations to warn 
of the approach of hostile 
bombers to shores of the United 
States and overseas bases was 
ordered today by the War De- 
partment. 
. A call was issued for 500 vol- 
unteer technical experts to man 
the stations, to be equipped 
with a secret radio beam device 
which officials said was based | 
on the same principle used by 
the British in their recently per- 
fected radio locators. 

Original plans submitted to 
Congress said six stations were 
planned for the Atlantic Coast, 
one for the Guif Coast and 
three for the Pacific Coast. In 
addition, four mobile stations 
were contemplated. 


Other stations were projected 
for Alaska, Panama, Hawaii 
and Puerto Rico. Presumably 
the Atlantic bases acquired 
from Great Britain likewise will 
be equipped with the warning 
devices to give fighter planes 
a margin of 15 or 20 minutes to 
climb to meet an air attack. 

Details of the radio beam ma- 
chine were said by the War 
Department to be as closely 
guarded as the Air Corps’ bomb 
sight, . 


TWO HEAVY RAINS 
DROP TEMPERATURE 
HERE FROM 90 TO 76 


Again the Story of ‘Not the 
Heat but the

Two heavy rains, yesterday aft-

WASHINGTON, June 28. — In 
one of the shortest hearings on 
record, a three-man panel of the 
National Defense Mediation Board 
recommended today that the West- 
ern Cartridge Co., which has large 
munitions contracts, recognize the 


Chemical Workers’ Union (AFL) 
as the appropriate bargaining unit 
for smokeless powder division. em- 
ployes at the company’s East ‘Al- 
ton plant. 

Charles E. Wyzanski Jr., New 
York lawyer, was chairman of the 
panel and represented the public. 
Roger D, Lapham of the American- 
Hawaiian Steamship Co. repre- 
sented’ employers, and Edward J. 
Brown, president of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, represented employes. 

The panel’s findings were gen- 
erally acceptable to the local 
union’s representatives, but R. R. 
McRoberts, the company’s attor- 
ney, declared the recommendations 
were “unfair.” 

Union to Meet Monday. 

Fred Olds, organizer for..the 
Ghemical..Workers’ Union, said the 
rrecommendations. would be. 


of the local. Monday night. John 
M. Olin, vice-president of the com- 
pany, and Spencer Olin, secretary 
and treasurer, left immediately 
for St. Louis by plane. 

Wyzanski told reporters he hoped 
the company would accept the 
recommendations. He said he was 
certain the union would give the 
company a reasonable time to con- 
sider the negotiations, 

Should the company refuse, one 
possibility is that the Government 
would take over the company’s 
East Alton plant. This is hardly 
likely at this time, however, be- 
cause of the small number of work- 
ers involved and the fact that a 
three-man panel devoted only sev- 
eral hours to the dispute. 

The sole issue before the panel, 
according to the formal recom- 
mendations, was whether the com- 
pany would accept the election 
supervised by the National Labor 
Relations Board on May 28 in 
which 377 workers voted for the 
chemical union as the exclusive 
bargaining agent and 82 voted 
against this proposal. In the elec- 
tion, 527 workers were eligible to 
vote. All told, Western Cartridge 
has about 7000 employes. 

The company insisted before the 
panel that it would not waive its 
right to seek a court review of 
the NLRB findings. 

Panel’s Recommendations. 

The formal recommendations ob- 
served: :

O’Daniel Cutting’ Lead of

DALLAS, June 28 (AP).—Gov. 
W. Lee O’Daniel cut sharply into 
Congréssman Lyndon B. Johnson's 
lead in the special Texas senatorial 
election tonight as late rural re- 
turns were tabulated by the Texas 
Election Bureau, 

O’Daniel,. twice overwhelmingly 
elected Governor to the. tune of 
hillbilly music, had said in cam- 
paign speeches he wanted to go 
to Washington “to twist the tails 
of professional pussyfooting poli- 
ticians who surround President 
Roosevelt.” 

Johnson, who had the Presi- 
dent’s blessing, had made much of 
administration support. 

Johnson's lead was cut to 5664 
votes in the bureau’s tabulation 
late tonight, his total being 125,630 
of 410,892 votes tabulated. O’Dan-

Gerald C, Mann, with 106,207, was 
third; Congressman Martin Dies, 
57,929, was fourth. The* returns 
were from 217 of Texas’ 254 coun- 
ties, including 40 complete.

POPE ON RADIO AT 4:30 A, M. 
TODAY; MAY DISCUSS WAR 


He Is Expected to Give His Views 
on Axis Attack on Soviet 


Russia. , 

VATICAN CITY, June 28 (AP). 
—Pope Pius XII prayed at the 
tomb of St. Peter tonight on the 
eve of'a radio address to the world 
in which he is expected to make 
known his views on the war the 
Axis is waging against Soviet Rus- 
sia. | 
The Osservatore Romano, 2a 
Vatican City newspaper, said the 
Pope would “expound his views on 
the subject of divine providence in 
human events.” 

Nothing came from official cir- 
cles to suggest what the Pope 
would say, but the Vatidan’s con- 
cern over. atheistic Communism 
and the danger of its. spreading 
over Europe, if not the world, has 
been expressed many times. 

The Pope is expected to speak 
in. Italian for 20 minutes at 12:30 
Pp. m. (4:30 a, m. St. Louis time) 
in his world broadcast by Vatican 
radio. Translations in 
Spanish, German, French, Polish, 
Dutch, Hungarian and Portuguese | 
will follow.

BERLIN, June 28 (AP).—With 
his armies and air force furious- 
ly trying. to fight their way to 
Moscow through stubborniy resist- 
ing Soviet forces, Adolf Hitler 
wound up the first week of his 
war against Russia in attempts 
to mobilize all Europe against 
Communism and with a new prom- 
ise to tell of successes in de- 
tail. tomorrow. 

(Hans Fritsche, chief of the Ger- 
man radio propaganda service, in 
a radio talk possibly designed to 
reduce expectations for the await- 
ed “victory communique” tomor- 
row, charged tonight that the 
British were exaggerating German 
advances in order to be able to 
discount the real successes later. 
He was heard in’ New York by 
Columbia Broadcasting System.) 

On ‘the fighting front a field 
headquarters communique referred 
to the “big successes” of the week 
but gave no details of the east- 
ward drive—the biggest Hitler’s 
armies. yet have attempted. It 
promised, however, a series of spe- 
cial Sunday announcements. 


Meanwhile DNB, the; official}

news agency, gave the 

public a foretaste of victery news 
by reporting that the Ninety-sev- 
enth Division of the Red army 
had been “broken up and de- 
stroyed.”

AUSSINS CLAIN 


Soviets Admit Falling 
‘Back, but Don’t Say 
Where—Violent Fighting 
in Progress Around Luck 
and Lwow. 


MOSCOW, Sunday, June 29 
(AP).—In probably the great- 
est tank battle in military his- 
tory, German and Russian 
steel monsters are clashing all 
up and down the front in for- 


locked in combat in the Luck 
sector alone, it was reported 
today by the Russian Informa- 
tion Bureau. 

Fierce fighting also is con- 
tinuing around Liwow, south- 
west of Luck, the Russians 
said, with great losses being 


inflicted upon the Nazis. 

In general, the Russian com- 
munique stressed that the German 
advance is being held up by this 
terrific defense, with Nazi losses 
running into high but unannounced 
figures. 


Minsk, capital of White Russia 
which appears as a prime German 
objective, German tanks were 
halted, the Russians asserted, 
claiming the destruction of 300 
tanks of the Nazi 39th Tank Corps 
up to Friday night in the continu- 
ing- battle in the Minsk area. 


Withdrawal Indicated. 


The communique spoke of the 
Red army inflicting important 
losses on the Nazis in violent rear 
guard actions while withdrawing 
to new positions, but did not lo- 
cate this retreat. 

Elsewhere its communique was 
a tale of stubborn fighting, with 
Russian troops and airmen either 
holding their own or gaining the 
upper hand. | 

“In the Siauliai sector (of for- 
mer Lithuania), our troops. took 
many prisoners, a great number 
of whom were in an intoxicated 
condition,” the communique. said, 

The German thrust in the Siau- 
liai area is aimed toward Riga, 
Latvia. 

Telling of having smashed. the 
deepest and most menacing of the 
Nazi thrusts into Soviet territory, 
the one aimed at Minsk, along the 
invasion route which Napoleon 
chose in 1812, the Russian an- 
nouncement said succinctly: :

TO WHITE HOUSE: 
A RECORD SUM 


Congress Completes Action 
on Biggest Cash Appro- 
priation in U, S. History 
— Extends President’s 
Money Powers. | 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP).— 
Congress gave final approval to- 
day to the biggest cash appropria- 
tion bill in the nation’s history, a 
$10,384,821,624 item for the army. 


The total exceeded the largest pre- 
vious appropriation, a 1919 army 
bill, by about a billion dollars. 

The Senate sent the measure to 
the White House as one of many 
actions taken in the course of a 
day devoted to clearing the cal- 
endar of legislation which had to 
be disposed of before the fiscal 
year closes at midnight Monday. 

In addition to the army bill, 
the Senate passed and also sent 
to the White House a bill extend- 
ing operations of the $2,000,000,000 
stabilization fund and the Presi- 
dent's power to devalue the dollar 
for two years. Without the legis- 
lation they would have expired at 
the Monday midnight deadline. 

Crop Loans Approved. 

Losing no time, the Senate also 
approved a bill prolonging the life 
of the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion for two years and increasing 
its crop loan funds by $1,250,000,- 

000 to a total of $2,650,000,000. This 
measure went back to the House 
for action on Senate amendments. 

The Senate passed, as a defense 
measure, a House bill to give the 
Maritime Commission control over 
the movements and cargoes of all 
American ships. It goes to confer- 
ence for the consideration of Sen- 
ate amendments. 

In the debate which preceded 
the action, Chairman George 
(Dem.), Georgia, warned against 
granting too-extensive power to 
the administration and asserted it 
Was not necessary to adopt “totali- 
tarian methods” to provide na- 
tional defense. 

These developments today came 
with the administration reported 
reliably to have decided to ask 
Congress for a formal declaration 
of a national emergency to give 
President Roosevelt as Comman- 
der-in-Chief a free hand in de- 
fense moves. 

Caught in a jam of disagreement 
was a $935,905,000 bill to finance 
Federal relief through the next 
fiscal year. Senate and House con- 
ferees met and ended their session 
at loggerheads over a $50,000,000 
item for disposal of surplus com- 
mogities which the Senate had in- 
serted in the bill. 

“Some think it should go in this 
bill, some think it should go in 
the farm bill and some think it 
should not go anywhere,” said 
Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
chairman of the Conference Com- 
mittee. 

Although he added that he did 
not know when he would call the 
committee together again, there 
seemed little doubt that some com- 
promise would be worked out. Un- 
Jess the bill is finally enacted by 
Monday night, the WPA will be 
without funds until it is. 

Powers Over Dollar. 

Roosevelt’s power to devalue the 
dollar was granted originally, over 
Republican opposition, in 1934, It 
authorized him to cut the gold 
in the dollar to 59 per cent of its 
former weight. - 

In 1936 and 1938 the power to 
chop the remaining 9 per cent 
from the original value of the dol- 
laf wag continued for two-year 
periods, always after a spirited 
battle with Republicans and one 
faction of the Democratic party. 

This time, Senator Adams en- 
deavored to remove the devalua- 
tion powers from the Dill, leaving 
the stabilization fund intact.

National Labor Relations Board, 
decided April 28, and the Circuit 
Court of Appeals in a uniform se- 
ries had indicated that a ruling 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board on what is an appropriate 
unit is virtually conclusive unless 
there has been a lack of pro- 
cedural due process of law. 

“Hence there is no substantial 
probability that an appeal to the 
courts on this issue would accom- 
plish any purpose except delay. 
The panel also pointed out that 
only yesterday this board had in a 
similar case recommended that a 
labor organization should not seek 
judicial review of a determination 
by a state labor relations board.” 
In its conclusion, the panel said: 
“In making recommendations it 
should be clearly understood that 
our purpose is not to pass upon 
the correctness of any decision of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board. It is not our function to 
determine appropriate units. But 
it is our duty under the executive 
order to aid in the éstablishment 
of industrial peace in defense in- 
dustries. In accordance with that 
duty we recommend that the com- 
pany should now bargain in good 
faith with the Chemical Workers 
as the exclusive representative of 
the employes in the unit certified 
by the National Labor Relations 
Board as appropriate.” 

Wyzanski told reporters that 
the Mediation Board’s function 
was to eliminate delays and while 
the company had a “technical” 
right to appeal from the NLRB 
ruling, it did not justify the de- 
lay. 

The recommendations revealed

A spokesman for the Western 
Catridge Co. issued a statement 
here last night saying the company 
felt that the Defense Mediation 
Board’s findings “‘did not adequate- 
ly represent the company’s posi- 
tion” and added that the company 


could make no answer to the find- 
ings until “all. the facts in the 
controversy” had been considered. 

“The company,” said the state- 
ment, “has attempted, by meetings 
in East Alton, and twice in Wash- 
ington, with representatives of the 
Chemical Workers’ Union, to find 
out just what the union is ask- 
ing, and at the same time to pre- 
serve its legal right to a review 
of the decision of the National La- 
bor Relations Board, as provided 
by the Wagner Act. 

“At these meetings, the repre- 
sentatives of the union have re- 
peatedly refused to tell the com- 
pany what they are demanding, 
and the company does not now 
know the nature and extent of the 
union’s demands. 

“The union representatives state 
that they have prepared a contract 
which they propose to submit to 
the company for. signature but 
have refused to permit the com- 
pany to see this ‘contract. The 
union representatives state that 
the first article of the contract 
provides for the retognition of the 
union, and they take the position 
that the company: must agree to 
this first article, the effect of 
which waives the company’s legal 
right to an appeal to the Federal 
courts, before the company is ad- 
vised as to the other articles con- 
tained in the proposed contract. 

“In view of the foregoing fac- 
tors, the company is not prepared 
at this time to state what answer 
will be made to the findings and 
recommendations of the National 
Defense Mediation Board, and 
further action by the company 
must await official consideration 
of all the facts concerned in the 
controversy.”

Shortages in Materials. 


Among critical materials in 
which shortages have developed, 
some are available in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, but others were 
obtained chiefly from Russia and 
the Far East. In the case of Rus- 
sia, from which most of our man- 
ganese and chromium was derived 
formerly, supplies. had dried up 
even before Germany invaded the 
Soviet Union. Tungsten, coming 
largely from China, is jeopardized 
by difficulties on the Burma Road. 

For tin and rubber, the country 


has relied principally on the Dutch he 


East Indies and British Malaya. 
The situation with regard to tin 
has become doubly serious, owing 
to shortage of shipping in the Pa- 
cific and the battle of the Atlantic, 
which has ended the routing of 
this metal from Bolivia to smelters 
in England. Bolivia has no smel- 
ters, and the United States is only 
now financing the construction of 
such a plant within its own bor- 
ders. 

Should anything happen to inter- 
rupt rubber imports, the country 
would have to fall back on inade- 
quate stockpiles, and then—in the 
recent words of William L. Batt, 
Deputy Director of Production of 
the Office of Production Manage- 
ment—“Pray that the infant syn- 
thetic rubber industry in this 
country would be able to expand 
its output rapidly enough to make 
Up some of the difference.”

R Officer Corps. - 


The first step toward remodll- 
ing the officer corps of the United 
States army on a basis of merit 
rather than seniority was taken 
today, with the issuance of a list 
of 268 Lieutenant Colonels with 
recommendation by Gen. George 
C.. Marshall, chief of staff, that 
they be promoted to the temporary 
rank of Colonel. 

This is the first batch of some 
600 or 700 such advances which the 
General Staff has in mind. The 
opening list has been compiled 
solely on written reports of effi- 
ciency and on physical examina- 
tions. The second and third, set 
for September and November, will 
be founded partly on written re- 
ports and partly on field. perform- 
ance. The last, in January or Feb- 
ruary, will be based wholly on 
field service, particularly in the 
maneuvers now in process. 

The program, as planned, con- 
cerns only field officers, but 
studies are under way for extend- 
ing the merit system also to offi- 
cers of the line—that is, Captains 
and First and Second Lieutenants. 
Field and line officers have hith- 
erto been promoted in accordance 
with strict rules requiring so many 
years of service in each grade. 
General officers, however, have 
been chosen by selection, with the 
elevation of Colonels to General- 
ships without regard to seniority. 
In a bill introduced yesterday 
Senator Thomas of Utah at the 
request of the War Department, 
authority was sought to purge un- 
fit officers, particularly at the top, 
who have been protected until now 
by retirement statutes. Gen. Mar- 
shall announced months ago that 
he was determined not to repeat 
the experience of Gen. Pershing, 
who declared that he was not able 
to find competent officers until 
the Meuse-Argonne offensive. 

Congress not long ago, at the 
instance of the War Department, 
passed a bill cutting the retire- 
ment age from 64 years to 62 in 
the case of General officers and 
60 for all others. But the statute 
does not become. effective until 
June 30, 1942.

These sources admit that “in 
theory” this is the time for the 
United States to join Britain in 
taking advantage of the campaign 
against Russia to sweep the Ger- 
mans out of the Atlantic. They‘ 
are fully aware of the magnificent 
effect on the British and the con- 
quered peoples, the crushing effect 
on the Germans and the Italians, 
of an American declaration of war. 
But since Japan is committed to 
enter the war only if the United 
States enters the war against the 
Axis, American leaders feel that 
no such decision should be forced 
upon the Japanese at the present 
time. 


Action Likely Soon. 


Action of another sort is, how- 
ever, foreshadowed. For obvious 
reasons, no indication will be given 
in advance, but it seems that some- 
thing important can be expected 
from. the Americans. soon. 


American refusal to give the 
Japanese a pretext for supporting 
Germany must not be takenn to 
mean that the United States will 
sit by passively and watch the Jap- 
anese try to get out of their pres- 
ent embarrassment by bringing the 
China war to a quick end. The 
same source mentioned above stat- 
ed specifically: “If the Japanese 
go all out against China, more 
American aid will be sent to China 
and that will be the time for fur- 
ther hobbling of the Japanese by 
new restrictions on American ex- 
ports. You may be sure that we 
shall not hesitate. The only way 
for Japan to make peace with 
China is to quit fighting China and 
get out of China. It is not our 
fault that Japan finds itself still 
bogged down at the moment it 
would like best to be free to profit

Argentina Likely

Of Democracies in Americas Soon 


One of Signs Is Elevation to Cabinet of Gen.

RGENTINA’S political crisis, 

which has reached a_ point, 

after many weeks of party 
strife and indecision, where a 
choice must be made in hem- 
ispheric relations between a course 
of ultra-nationalism or alignment 
with the democratic front led by 
the United States, is expected to 
be solved soon in a peaceable man- 
ner. 

Two developments presage that 
solution in what has seemed for a 
time an explosive deadlock in Ar- 
gentina’s complicated field of na- 
tional politics. 

One is the action of Dr. Ramon 
S. Castillo, acting President, who 
has offered the Ministry of War 
to former President Gen, Agustin 
P. Justo. The other is the pro- 
jected resignation of the stalwart 
Conservative, Juan Sola, from the 
congressional committee investi- 
gating un-Argentine activities, of 
which he is a member. 

Gen. Justo and Sola are symbols 
whose acts are clews to govern- 
mental trends at a time when Ar- 
gentina must elect to continue 
“isolationist” or openly join Pan 
America in a common anti-Axis 
program. 


Justo Seeks Presidency. 


Gen. Justo, most astute of Ar- 
gentine politicians, desires the na- 
tion’s presidency at the next elec- 
tion. He seeks it, however, by 
legal means. ~This explains his re- 
cent rapprochment with the Radi- 
cal party, which commands 80 per 
cent of the popular vote. 

Seeing the democratic tide 
sweeping over the Americas, Gen. 
Justo is reported to have urged 
Acting President Castillo to chart 
a foreign policy alongside that of 
the United States. He proposed. 
it is known, that Argentina send 
an Ambassador Extraordinary to 
Washington as evidence that, al- 
though the last American republic 
to do so, Argentina has finally got 
the “democratic religion.” For this 
role he nominated another former 
President, Dr. Marcelo T. de Al- 
vear. 

Political circles here freely say 
that Nofman Armour, United 
States Ambassador to Argentina, 
now in Washington, already is ar- 
ranging tentative dates, terms of 
acceptance and protocol in connec- 
tion with the putative De Alvear 
ambassadorship. 
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Meanwhile, Juan Sola’'s resigna- 
tion from the Argentine investi- 
gation is expected Wednesday, at 
the next session of Congress. Sola 
has quarreled with his colleagues, 
insisting against their opposition 
that Communists as well as Nazis 
and Fascists operating in Argen- 
tina be investigated. 


Sola Cites Dies. Speech. 


At the committee’s first meet- 
ing, it ig recalled, Sola demanded 
the introductory speech which 
Congressman Martin Dies delivered 
in Washington as Chairman of the 
Committee on Un-American Activ- 


ities, be taken as the basis for the 
Argentine. inquiry. This motion 
was viewed, howover, as a tactical 
move from which Sola’s co-mem- 
bers shied. They do not relish any 
Argentine version of Dies. 


Dr. De Alvear’s role—if he ac- 
cepts—may be described as “Am- 
bassador of the Democratic Ma- 
jority of Argentina to the Demo- 
cratic Majority of the’ United 
States.” His advisers are careful 
to insist publicly that an ambassa- 
dorship of that nature cannot 
simply constitute a stunt in do- 
mestic Argentine politics. If it 
were, they hold, public opinion in 
the United States would recognize 
it as such and it would backfire 
to the injury of Argentine pres- 
tige up North. 


These same advisers contend 
that the clearest and most signifi- 
cant hallmark of the genuineness 
of the De Alvear ambassadorship 
would be closure of the Argentine 
branch of Trans-Ocean, German 
official news agency. Already 
barred in the United states, Trans- 
Ocean now is under fire as the 
center of Nazi subversive activi- 
ties in this country. 


On that peg hangs the whole 
crisis. For without closure of 
Trans-Ocean, the De Alvear am- 
bassadorship would be a hollow 
gesture. Trans-Ocean thus be 
comes a third symbol in the com- 
plex struggle between democratic 
forces and nationalists in Argen- 
tina,

any other reasons.” 

Assails Maritime Board. 

The Maritime Commission had 
already in its hands, but failed 
to invoke, a weapon for defeating 
such strategams of private profit, 
the report declares.

Why U. 8S. Didn’t Get Rubber. 

In its discussion of rubber, the 
report disclosed that evidence in 
its record establishes the charge 
that at times rubber in foreign 
warehouses and independent ship- 
ping were both available, but that 
none could be sent to the United 
States because the owners of these 
vessels did not belong to the 
Straits-New York Shipping Con- 
ference. 

The price of rubber is regulated, 
the committee said, by the Interna- 
tional Rubber Cartel, composed 
nearly 100 per cent of Dutch and 
British interests. “There were 
times during last spring.” it was 
stated, “when the Rubber Reserves 
Co. withdrew from the market be- 
cause of the price situation, and in 
at least one of the spring months 
consumption of rubber was con- 
siderably above importation. This 
may have been due to speculation, 
or to heavy uying by private in- 
dustry. 

“Private laduater has consumed 
an abnormal amount of this ma- 
terial during the last year. While 
its inventories are probably no 
higher than a year ago, stocks in 
the hands of dealers and purchases 
by the public have caused an acute 
shortage.” 

With regard to the Mexican 
Guayule shrub as a source of 
American grown rubber, the com- 
mittee recommended that its culti- 
vation should be encouraged “as 
at least a partial insurance for the 
future,” but observed that its pro- 
duction in appreciable quantities 
could not be expected for several 
years, even under the most-favor- 
able‘conditions, The Guayule plant 
is being grown at present on a 
small scale at Salinas, Cal. It is 
believed the shrub will flourish 
anywhere in the Southwest where 
cotton can be raised. 

Aluminum Shortage. 

The critical situation respecting 
aluminum, according to the re- 
port, is not due to difficulties in 
obtaining adequate supplies of 
bauxite, the basic ore of this metal,

posal of Hitler’s legions on their 


way to and from Norway. 

Again, a wide misconception in 
this country has been that Swe- 
den’s enormous defense effort in 
the last. few years was primarily 
aimed at repelling a Nazi attack. 
Actually, what the Swedish Gov- 
ernment has been preparing for 
is precisely the situation that has 
now arisen. No one has been more 
convinced, of the inevitableness 
of a Nazi-Soviet break than the 
Swedes and they have known all 
the time that they were going into 
it. 

Anyone who, like the writer, has 
had an opportunity of watching 
Sweden’s military preparations, 
the array of its forces and its 
maneuvers, must know that the 
imaginary foe all the time ‘has 
been Russia rather than Germany. 
Hence the emphasis on naval re- 
armament, whereby Sweden now 
is in position to render most use- 
ful services to the shipless Nazi 
war machine. And it is no mere 
coincidence that the Swedish Navy 
traditionally has been the most 
pro-German) of all Sweden’s fight- 
ing forces. 

Expect Swedish-Nazi Alliance. 

Americans should prepare for the 
shock—for it will doubtless come 
to many people as a surprise— 
if Sweden lines up its forces with 
those of Hitler. But even though 
such development were not to take 
place immediately, I feel pretty 
certain it is bound to come before 
this war is over. 

If Hitler’s legions really were to 
smash the huge Russian army in 
a few weeks, as many observers 
hold likely (but I do not), then 
Sweden might be able to get off 
with its present lopsided neutral- 
ity more or less intact. If, on the 
contrary, the Nazis, after pene- 
trating deeply into the Russian 
lines, wind up about as the Jap- 
anese did in China, with an un- 
ending war of attrition, I feel sure 
Sweden, whether it likes it or not, 
will be dragged into the war 
agains& the Soviet Union. 

‘Sweden today would seem to 
have its golden opportunity to.re- 
trieve errors of the past. With the 
German army battling against su- 
perior numbers along a 2000-mile 
eastern front, and the R. A. F. 
pounding Germany in the West 
more vigorously than ever before, 
only a fraction of Hitler’s armed 
might could be turned against 
Sweden, were she to join the 
Allies, 

Well-armed, well-officered, well- 
trained like the German army it- 
self, the Swedish army could make 
things uncomfortably hot for Hit- 
ler, if it were to take the offen- 
sive now against the Nazi legions 
in Norway. A general uprising in 
that country would undoubtedly 
follow a Swedish drive to Oslo, 
Trondheim and Narvik. It would 
be a daring, but by no means hope- 
less military operation. 

But I am afraid it will never 
materialize, for the “democratic” 
Sweden would rather cast its lot 
with Hitler than with any coali- 
tion that includes Soviet Russia.

We got general acceptance of the 
idea that the preparedness pro- 
gram could not go forward unless 
we had a stabilization of prices, 
and of the idea that they could 
contribute importantly to the suc- 
cess of the program if they kept 
their prices on a stable level.” 
Henderson contrasted the com- 
parative stability of prices now, 
despite the pressure occasioned by 
the “most remarkable increase of 
production that this country has 
ever known,” with the price in- 
creases which accompanied the up- 
ward surge of production in 1937 
and which “destroyed recovery.” 


Inflationary Dangers. 


Henderson explained in this wise 
the inflationary dangers in the 
present situation: 

“You have in the period we are 
in now, just as in the first World 
War period, an enormous. increase 
of the immediately available pur- 
chasing power of the community, 
and then you have a taking away, 
& shrinking, of normal supply, and 
unless you have an expansion. of 
the supply or a contraction of pur- 
chasing power, there is no way in 
the world for all the purchasing 
power to make its effect except by 
the increase of the many, many 
prices that make up the whole 
price system. You are faced with 


” that kind of possibility all the time 


,. 


in a period of rapidly expanding 
purchasing power. 


“You are familiar with the enor- 
mous increase that took place with 
the payment of the soldiers’ bonus 
Within two months. Well, you can 
get an idea of what is happening 
at the present time when every 
month we are adding more by way 
f the defense expenditures than 
was added in any month by the 
Soldiers’ bonus.” 


One of the factors which had 
held down prices in the face of ris- 
ing wage costs, Henderson said, 
was the enormously increased tech- 
nological efficiency of American 
manufacturing. 


“It is very startling,” he said,|! 
"what the drop in the cost has 


unit cost when you gét'to a high- 


level production. Take the steel 


industry, for example—” 


“And,” added a committee mem-| § 


ber, “the automobile industry.” 
“And automobiles the same way,” 
went on Henderson. “When they 


were running on a full schedule 


they reduced by as much as 30 and 
40 per cent, and sometimes halved, 


the per-unit cost of an automobile , 


or a ton of steel.” 


Henderson said that “unquestion- | 


ably” the profits in manufacturing 
are on-a@ more reasonable level 


than they were in 1917 and 1918, nal 


Whereas the prices of copper an 


steel were “way out of bounds” 


when the Government, through 
Bernard M. Baruch and the late 
Robert S. Brookings of St. Lotis, 
intervened to control prices during 
the last .war,.today, the witnéss 
said, the steel companies’ profit is 
running at about the level of the 
1920s and the increase in the profit 
of the copper companies “is due 
entirely to the fact that they are 
supplying more copper.” 


No Authority in Laws. 


There are no laws which enable 
Henderson’s office to engage di- 
rectly in price fixing. In his testi- 
mony, indeed, he expressed him- 
self as against either public or pri- 
vate control over prices, remark- 
ing in an aside that “it is a para- 
dox that somebody who is more of 
a laissez faire economist than 


most of the people in the admin-; 


istration should be now the price 
stabilizer.” 

How, then, does the Government 
price ‘stabilizer get his results? To 
date the compliance of industry 


with the price schedules of his | 


office has. been, as. Henderson ex- 
plained, “almost entirely due to 
the acceptance (of the schedules) 
by industry.” There is no penalty 
for non-compliance. In the back- 
ground, however, there is the dou- 
ble threat that public opinion will 
be invoked against a recalcitrant, 
through a réport to the President 
and to Congress, and that “the 
powers of the Government will be 
fully exerted to protect the pub- 
lic interest.” 

As to the latter club in the 
closet of the price stabilizer, Hen- 


‘derson said: “We have always had 
available to us all the sanctions |. 


that were. available to the War 
Industries Board in the last fracas, 
and we have always had in mind, 
if we should get into a critical sit- 
uation under our existing admin- 
istration, that we would have re- 
course to them, as Baruch and 
Brookings did in that period.”

Americans can do this when they participate in 
the ceremony of Friday, in what Mr. Roosevelt calls 
a “rededication to liberty.” | , 

The men who signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence dedicated themselves to liberty, and pledged 
to its achievement “our Lives, ofr Fortunes and 
our sacred Honor.”. Through the dark days that 
followed, it took real courage and self-sacrifice to 
bring that Declaration to reality. On July 4, the 
nation pays tribute to the men who launched our 
democracy, and it can also take thought of the re- 
sponsibility for maintaining it today. 

It means a national defense so powerful that no 
external enemy can threaten our safety. It also 
means safeguards so that our institutions cannot 
be threatened from within. It means preservation 
of the freedom guaranteed in the Bill of Rights— 
freedom of assembly and petition, of speech, of re- 
ligion, of the press, equality in the courts—even 
though arguments y be offered in the stress of 
emergency for suspension of these rights.

But the airplane of the World War is 
obsolete, Gen. Mitchell asserts. “None 
of the airplanes used in the World War 
would be used in a war now,” he informs 
us. -Again: “Two squadrons of the air- 
plane as we have it today could have de- 
feated the German aviation in the war in 
two weeks.” 

Manifestly, if those statements as to the 
progress in the science of aviation are ap- 
proximately correct, Mitchell’s prophecy 
cannot be disregarded as such. Rather, it 
may and should be considered as the au- 
thoritative judgment of a real airman. 

The advisability of Mitchell's proposal, 
however, for putting the air force on a par- 
ity with the army and navy is a question 
of military technique which ought to be 
passed upon by men of military training.

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MAYOR BECKER PROTECTS: HUMAN RIGHTS, . 

Mayor Becker cannot be applauded too warmly on 
his establishment of a Civil Liberties Division in 
the St. Louis organization which is to co-operate 
with the National Civilian Defense program, headed 
by Mayor LaGuardia of New York. Human rights, 
always of fundamental importance in a democracy, 
need tO be even more jealously guarded in times of 
emergency, When excitement and misguided enthu- 
siasm often lead to the mistreatment and abuse of 
innocent men and women. 

To quote a statement issued at the City Hall in 
this connection: “As the tempo of national defense 
picks up, it is vital that we have an instrumentality 
which will protect the rights of our people at a 
time when hysteria in some sectors may tend to 
cloud the judgment of the people.” If other Mayors 
have the forethought of Mr. Becker, the violations 
of civil rights during this emergency will be much 
fewer than the shocking number which disgraced 
the United States in 1917-18. 
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HITLER CALLED HIS SHOT. 

The strange part about all Hitler “surprises” in 
matters of major policy is that their details can be 
found ahead of time, if one knows where to look, 
in his writings or speeches or records of his con- 
versations. “Mein Kampf” contains a virtual blue--. 
print of the present war and the events that pre- 
ceded it. And in “The Voice of Destruction,” pub- 
lished serially by the Post-Dispatch last summer, 
Hermann Rauschning told how Hitler definitely an- 
nounced -the whole course of his policy toward 
Russia, down through last Sunday morning to the 
present moment. 

The time was the spring of 1984. -Rauschning, a 
close associate of Hitler at the time, and others were 
holding’ a conversation with their chief, which soon 
turned into a monologue by him. In the course of 
this, Hitler said: 


Perhaps I shall not be able to avoid an alliance 
with Russia. I shall keep that as a trump card. 
Perhaps it will be the decisive gamble of my 
life. But it must not be made the subject of 
hole-and-corner literary gossip, nor played too 
soon. But it will never stop me from as firmly 
retracing my steps, and attacking Russia when 
my aims in the West have been achieved. 


Did the Soviet Union's intelligence service get 
any better report on Hitler’s intentions than that? 
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AS MITCHELL IS EXILED. 
(April 29, 1926.) 
ITCHELL showed that the United 
States army has consistently opposed 

innovation. “It was with the greatest dif- 
ficulty,” he said, “that the army was made 
to adopt the telephone, the telegraph, the 
automobile and the radio.” 

In a kerosene age, the army used candles, 
In an age brilliant with incandescent globes, 
the army was satisfied with kerosene. Our 
Indian-fighting forebears faced savages 
who were better arméd. We won the Span- 
ish War despite the same handicap, plus 
the more deadly one of poisoned meat. And

Yet, when an attempt to jog the army 
mentality out of its well-known rut is made, 
discipline follows, while the old-timers come 
forth with hoary arguments in support of 
the old way of doing things.

Accordingly, the 


of childlike human beings who are 
as undecided as they are inclined 
toward doubts and uncertainty. As 
soon as one’s Own propaganda ad- 
mits even a glimpse of right on the 
other side, the ground for doubt- 
ing one’s own cause is laid. The 
masses are not in a position to dis- 
tinguish where the wrong of the 
enemy ends and their own begins. 
In this case they become uncertain 
and mistrusting, especially if their 
opponents do not produce the 
same nonsense but, instead, bur- 
den their enemy with all and the’ 
whole guilt. What is more easily 
explained than that finally one’s 
own people believe more in the 
enemy’s propaganda, which is car- 
ried through more completely and 
more uniformly, than in one’s 
own? 

(During the World War) for ex- 
ample, it was fundamentally wrong 
to paint the enemy in a ridiculous 
light, as the Austrian and German 
comic papers made a point of doing 
in their propaganda, It was wrong, 
because, when the enemy was actu- 
ally met with in the flesh, our men 
were bound at once to receive an 
entirely different impression of 
him. This subsequently took its 
revenge in a most terrible manner. 
For the German soldier, under the 
direct impression of the enemy's 
resistance, now felt he had been 
deceived by the fabricators of his 
information up to that moment, 
and, instead of strengthening or at 
least confirming his fighting keen- 
ness, the contrary occurred. The 
men broke down. 

On the other hand, the British 
and American war propaganda was 
psychologically correct. By dis- 
playing the German to their own 
people as a barbarian and a Hun, 
they prepared the individual sol- 
dier for the horrors 0s war and so 
helped guard him against disap- 
pointments. The most terrible 
weapon used against him was for 
him merely a confirmation of the 
information which he had received, 
and reinforced his faith in the 
truth of his government’s asser- 
tions, while it heightened his rage 
against the villainous enemy.

HE people, in an overwhelming 
majority, are so feminine in 
their nature and attitude that 
their activities and thoughts are 
motivated less by sober considera- 
tion than by feeling and sentiment. 

This sentiment, however, is not 
complicated but very simple and 
consistent. It does not differenti- 
ate very much, but it is either a 
positive or negative; love or hate, 
right or wrong, truth or lie; but 
never half this and half that, ‘or 
partially, etc. 

No matter how skillfully propa- 
ganda is presented it will not lead 
to success unless a fundamental 
principle is considered with con- 
tinually «sharp attention: it has to 
confine itself to little and to repeat 
this eternally. Here, too, per- 
sistency, as in so many other 
things in this world, is the first 
and the most important condition 
for success. 

Alteration of methods must 
never alter the essence of what 
propaganda is meant to achieve; 
in the end it always must say the 
same. Thus the slogan may be il- 
luminated from various angles, but 
the end of every effort must al- 
ways and again be the slogan it- 
self. Only in this way can and 
will propaganda be consistently ef- 
fective.

URING the court-martial Maj. Lesley J. McNair—now Lieut. Gen.

His earliest contact with aero- 
nautics came in 1900, when he 
joined the Signal Corps and helped 
in experiments with man-lifting 
kites and spherical and sausage 
balloons. The Signal Corps bought 
and operated the first airplane sold 
by the Wrights. Mitchell became 
a pilot while serving as instructor 
at the Army War College in Wash- 
ington. Glenn Curtiss had estab- 
lished a little flying school at New- 
port News. Officers ambitious to 
fly were then looked upon in the 
army as mentally deficient. Mitch- 
ell formed the habit of taking the 
boat down the Potomac every Sat- 
urday night, flying all day Sunday 
and returning to his desk on Mon- 
day morning. 

He was sent up for a solo flight 
after four days of instruction. As 
he said later, he knew practically 
nothing about flying and cracked 
up the machine with a bad land- 
ing. This accident he came to re- 
gard as fortunate. “It taught me 
more,” he pronounced in 1930, 
“than anything that ever happened 
to me in the air.” 


Air Commander in France. 


His progress was such that he 
became commander of the Air 
Service Group of the American Ex- 
peditionary Force, serving through- 
out the campaign in France and 
leading the aviation of the Army of 
Occupation into Germany.

Bombing Off Virginia Capes. 

The controversy was intensified 
rather than appeased when he 
won permission in 1920 to bomb 
several former German warships 
off the Virginia Capes. 

The destroyers were sunk with 
ease, but a light cruiser, the 
Friedrichshafen, and a 26,000-ton 
battleship, Aus Friesland, remained 
afloat after days of bombing, 
though their decks were awash 
with TNT, ankle deep. Finally, by 
accident, it was claimed, an army 
flyer dropped a 600-pound bomb 100 
feet from the battleship’s starboard 
bow. It exploded under water, 
like a torpedo, and the vessel 
went to the bottom, The cruiser 
was then dispatched by the same 
means. This experiment estab- 
lished, Mitchell argued, that any 
battleship could be sunk from the 
air. It proved just the con- 
trary, according to naval] author- 
ities. And so the debate has raged, 
to this day. No battleship has yet 


air, though cruisers and destroyers 
have proved easy victims. But the 
destruction of the Bismarck by fire 
from surface vessels after it had 
been crippled by aerial torpedoes 
is held by Mitchell’s champions to 
have vindicated his contention that 
air power was destined to become 
dominant over capital ships: 

In the early part of 1925, Mitchell 
gave acrimonious testimony before 
a congresgional committee as to 
the folly of Army brass hats in 
opposing extension of the air arm. 
Secretary of War Weeks, in a 
letter to President Coolidge, rec- 
ommended that the disturber 
should not be reappointed as As- 
sistant Chief of the Air Service. 
His name was not submitted to 
the Senate. Gen. Mitchell reverted 
to his regular rank of Colonel and 
Was “buried” at the air center in 
San Antonio. 

“Incompetence, Negligence.” 

Smarting under this disgrace, he 
was aroused to fury by the wreck 
of the naval airship Shenandoah, 
with a loss of 14 lives. Calling 
in reporters, he issued a statement 
on Sept. 5 making deadly charges, 
but also bristling with recrimina- 
tions so insubordinate that many 
believed he had determined to 
blazon his cause to the four cor- 
ners of the nation by making him- 
self a public martyr. This acci- 
dent, he declared, was a direct re- 
sult of “incompetence, criminal 
negligence and almost treasonable 
administration of national defense 
by the War and Navy depart- 
ments.” 

When threats of discipline an- 
swered him from Washington, 
Mitchell put out a second state- 
ment on Sept. 9, more unrestrained 
than the first, in which he an- 
nounced: “What I have said about 
the condition of our national de- 
fense hurts the bureaucrats in 
Washington. It ought to hurt 
them, because it is true.” He added 
that “Our pilots know they are 
going to be killed, if they stay in 
the service, in the. old flaming 
coffins we are still flying.” 

He asserted that only one heavy 
bomb had been dropped for two 
years in target practice of Air 
Service units; that there were only 
two competent bombardment 
crews’ in the entire service; and 
that the army had only four or 
five modern bomb-sights and just 
nine planes fit for war, the others 
being: obsolete and often danger- 
ous.

Though a long line of witnesses 
was called to rebut Mitchell’s spe- 
cific charges, he instructed counsel 
to close the case without argu- 
ment, on the ground that the 
Judges had evidently determined 
to settle his fate on technical 
items, regardless of the truth of 
his accusations. 

“Lenient” Verdict. 

Of account of Mitchell’s World 
War record, the courtmartial re- 
turned what it described as a 
“lenient” verdict. He was merely 
stripped of rank, command and 
duty, with forfeiture of aJl pay and 
allowances for five years. Presi- 
dent Coolidge approved the sen- 
tence, with some modification of 
the forfeiture penalties, on the 
ground that Mitchell's utterances 
“could not be construed otherwise 
than as breathing defiance to his 
military superiors.” Mitchell re- 
signed from the army Feb. 1, 1926, 
retired to a stock farm in Virginia 
and died suddenly on Feb. 19, 1936. 

While American air chiefs are 
struggling today with problems 
which. Gen. Mitchell besought them 
in vain to face 20 years ago, be- 
lated honors are beginning to be 
paid to his memory. A new air- 
port at Milwaukee, in his home 
State of Wisconsin, is to be named 
“Mitchell Field.”

WASHINGTON, June 28. — A 
resolution pointing out the advan- 
tages of Chicago as a site for Gov- 
ernment departments or establish- 
ments moved out of Washington 
was stopped in the House today by 
Congressman John J. Cochran 
(Dem.), St. Louis, who objected 
that St. Louis has central location 
and ample facilities to recommend 
it for this purpose. 

The resolution was introduced 
by Representative Adolph J. Sab- 
ath of Chicago, who, as chairman 
of the Rules Committee, had not 
only written the measure but had 
it reported out. The reference to 
Chicago occurred in a preamble. 
On Cochran's objection, Sabath 
withdrew the resolution, promising 
to redraft it, without mentioning 
Chicago, and to present it again 
Monday. 

The bill proposed the appoint- 
ment of a committee, made up of 
representatives of the Senate, 
House and executive department, to 
make a study of congestion in the 
District of Columbia and offer rec- 
ommendations for decentralizing 
the Government’s activities. Such 
a study was started two months 
ago by the Director of the Budget 
and the administrator of the Fed- 
eral Works Agency. 

There are certain establishments 
which are agencies of Congress 
ard which are obliged by law to 
maintain their chief offices in 
Washington. Some of these are 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, the Securities and Exchange 
Commission and the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. However, 
there are departments and inde- 
pendent establishments to which 
no such restriction applies. :

Miller, unlike the late Ambassa- 
dor Dodd, moved freely in Nazi 
social and official circles. As early 


Hermann Goering told him over 
the luncheon table that American 
firms had better leave Germany. 
When Miller exposed a secret pro- 
vision in a German-Danish trade 
agreement which double-crossed 
American lard shippers, the Nazi 
official hoped that the “little in- 
Gident” would not disturb their 
friendly personal relations, be- 
cause, as the German explained, “I 
want you to remember that I must 
earn my living somewhere.” 

Miller’s job in Berlin was to pro- 
tect American commercial inter- 
ests and to extend American trade. 
whenever possible. With no false 
modesty he writes that “probably 
no American has had the opportu- 
nity to see as much negotiations 
for barter dealg as I have.” He 
quotes Hitler as saying that “truth 
is anything which will help the 
German cause,” and adds in his 
own language that anybody who 
believes in German treaties or 
agreement is no more than a fool. 
He tells in detail how the Nazis 
manipulated the “aski” or discount 
marks whose value was determined 
day by day and deal by deal sole- 
ly for Germany's military and po- 
litical benefit. 

He also cites cases of pure Nazi 
racketeering on American business 
men, and notes that one American 
soft drink company, after paying

If Germany wins, Miller predicts, 
the Nazis will continue their prac- 
tice of 100 per cent or nothing—

ernment up to last year were com- 
pelled to ship their goods on Ger-

“Every German at heart,” he as- 
serts, “thinks of three things as 
inseparably joined together—war, 
defeat and inflation. The day we 
declare war will be the day fhe 
Nazis know they are beaten. They 
will continue to put up a strong 
resistance, but their hope of world 
domination will be gone. Every- 
one of them’ will secretly endeavor 
to escape the final defeat with as 
little personal loss and suffering 
ag he can. ... The Nazis have 
taught the Germans to be selfigh. 
They have been only too success- 
ful in their instruction. Their pu- 
pils and followers will one day 
callously abandon Hitler. I can 
well believe that the day miay 
comé when no Gérman will ad- 
mit that he ever was a Nazi or 
wore a brown shirt.” 

Miller’s book is the work of an 
intelligent eye-witness who saw 
Germany under post-war infla- 
tion, during the world economic 
collapse and the rise of Hitler. 
He has all the answers to those 
who think this country can do 
business with Hitler. His methods 
are inductive. He argues from 
the particular to the general but 
his data are factual and compfe- 
hensive. His book is a challenge 
to those who have reached a dif- 
ferent conclusion.

Lufcy had 
never been in the oil or gasoline 
business and was not an expert ac- 
countant, so he was rejected,, The 
appointment went to George Metz- 
ger, an employe in Comptroller 
Louis Nolte’s office in St. Louis, 
where he had been in charge of 
the collection of the city gasoline 
tax. Metzger had almost no sup- 
port in the Republican party or-

MANILA, June 28 (AP).—Tanizo 
Koyama, former Japanese Vice- 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, said 
today in an interview that when 
the Philippines receive indepen- 
dence they will, of necessity, fall 
under Japanese leadership in a4 
“co-prosperity sphere.” 

He described it as peaceful co- 
operation under which Japan 
would supply manufactured arti- 
cles and other Asiatic countries 
would supply raw materials.

7 Pepper for Aid Now. 

- Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida,

or so to stop Hitler in Europe now, 
then it will cost us five to 20 times

Peaceful settlements of labor dis- 


putes involving transportation 
workérs in defense . production 
areas of New York and Pittsburgh, 
Pa., were reached today. | 
Mayor F,. H. LaGuardia an- 
nounced an agréement averting a 
threatened strike in New York’s 
city-owned transit system ‘which 
colleets 6,000, 000 nickel fares daily. 
The Transport Workers’ Union 
(CIO) and the city agreed, La 
Guardia said, to continue an exist- 
ing contract until the courts could 
decide whether the city can legal- 


ly contract with the union in the 
future. That meant cancellation 
of a union order for a walkout 
of 32,000 workers at midnight 
Monday, the time at which the 
present contract expires. 

The union demands a $1l-a-day 
increase for all employes. Rates 
now range from the minimum of 
$24.96 a week for car cleaners to 
the maximum figure for motormen 
of $53. 

Pittsburgh Settlement. 

At Pittsburgh, AFL teamsters 
agreed ‘to return to work, ending 
a walkout of about 1200 men which 
began 28 days ago and which: in- 
terfered with the shipment and 
handling of defense materials in 
Pittsburgh munitions mills. 

The strikers agreed to go back 
to their jobs under a proposal of 
the Defense Mediation Board for 
increases of 6 cents an hour for 
some classifications and 10 cents 
for others. The union originally 
demanded a flat 10-cent increase 
over the basic rate of 85 cents an 
hour. Final determination on the 
dispute will be made by the board 
at meetings to begin Monday, 

The strike‘ affected 179 truck- 
ing firms in Pittsburgh. Execu- 
tives of the plants said a week 
would be needed to deliver ma- 
terial which has piled» up during 
the strike. 

Aircraft Developments. 

In the aircraft industry, the last 
trace of a strike at the North 
American Aviation Co. plant in In- 
giewood, Cal., disappeared when 
Federal troops which had occupied 
the factory withdrew Tuesday and 
working. conditions became nor- 
mal, The troops had gone into the 
plant when the. Federal Govern- 
ment ordered the army to. take 
over operations stopped by a strike 
by CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers. 

A strike at the Piper Aircraft 
Corporation, Lock Haven, Pa., was 
ended Friday through the efforts 
of State and Federal. conciliators. 
The company makes smal] planes 
used in the Government’s civilian 
trdining program. The strike, af- 
fecting 1300 employes, started on 
June 16 to support the demands of 
an AFL machinists’ union for a 
§-cents-an-hour increase in the 30- 
cent minimum scale. The agree- 
ment set up a scale ranging from 
30 to 70 cents an hour according 
to classification. 

Agreement in Michigan. 

Another labor difficulty was 
ironed out in the announcement of 
the settlement of a strike at the 
Dow Chemical Co. at Midland, 
Mich.., by Federal Labor conciliat- 
ors. Dow, produces three-fourths 
of the magnesium used in the air- 
plane industry. 

The. union membership unanim- 
ously ratified the agreement at a 
mass meeting a short time later. 

‘Terms of the agreement provid- 


ed for the return of all employes 
to their former jobs without dis-’ 


crimination. Normal operation of 
the. plant was expected Monday 
morning. 

A picket ling ‘about the plant 
was withdrawn soon after Fed- 
eral conciliators announced the 
settlement.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Hav- 
ing got control of the oil indus- 
try and put himself into the de- 
fense picture, Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes is now reaching out 
to obtain authority over the power 
industry, an - objective he has 
long -cherished. 

-A -glutton for authority, Ickes 
has had introduced in the House 
a bill that would put the vast pub- 
lic power development of the Co- 
lumbia River—Bonneville and 
Grand Coulee—forever under the 
Department of Interior. He is 
not likely to get his way, however, 
without a fight on Capitol Hill. 

Those who intend to oppose 
Ickes are convinced he means to 
get under his control all Federal 
power projects including the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. Senator 
Homer T. Bone of Washington, 
chief sponsor of public power de- 
velopment in the Northwest, has 
prepared a bill which he plans 
shortly to introduce, that would put 
Booneville and Grand Coulee un- 
der an independent three-man au- 
thority similar to TVA. 

Norris Against Plan. 

Conspicuous among Ickes’ oppo- 
nents will be Senator George W. 
Norris, lifelong advocate of public 
power and father of TVA. Norris 
is saying nothing now, but he has 
let it be known that he has not 
changed his views on the subject 
of independence for. the agencies 
that will control the great new 
public power projects. It is ex- 
pected -that he will take an ac- 
tive part in the fight when it 
reaches the Senate. Once or twice 
in the past he has helped to cir- 
cumvent Ickes’ undercover efforts 
to gain authority over TVA. 

The issue, as Norris sees it, is 
between centralization and decen- 
tralization. He has repeatedly had 
praise for the TVA setup which 
puts authority in a three-man 
board in the TVA area. To put the 
huge new power projects in the 
middle of the political turmoil of 
Washington, under a cabinet of- 
ficer subject to political appoint- 
ment, would be fatal, Norris and 
other defenders of the TVA have 
said. 3 

There is real concern not only 
within TVA but within the Federal 
Power Commission that Ickes will 
be successful in his move on Con- 
gress and that eventually the com- 
mission, too, will fall within his 
province. Because of the vast 
funds he has dispensed through 
the Bureau of Reclamation, and 
earlier through PWA, Ickes has 
had powers of persuasion—coercion 
even—with members of Congress. 
This. has been particularly true 
of members from Western states. 

Claims Backing of President. 

Representative Knute Hill, 
Washington Democrat, introduced 
IcKes’ new power Dill. Hill told 
the Post-Dispatch that Ickes had 
assured him the measure had the 
backing of the President. It pro- 
vides for an “independent” author- 
ity of one man to be named by the 
Secretary of the Interior and to 
report to the Secretary of a In- 
terior. 

Advocates of public power here 
point out that in administering the 
sale of excess power from Bureau 
of Reclamation projects the Inte- 
rior Department has shown little 
consideration for the small con- 
sumer, Private companies have 
been able to buy large blocks of 
power at considerably lower rates 
than comsumer co-operatives have 
had to pay for ‘smaller amounts. 
The bureau has taken the position 
it “must return to the ‘United 
States the cost of its projects and 
therefore has the responsibility of 
obtaining a fair return. The price 
to both public and private utilities 
is the same for the same class of 
service.” 3 | 

Complaints Bureau. 

While information about Bureau 
of Reclamation rates is difficult to 
obtain, a recent confidential sur- 
vey concluded that the Bureau: 

“1. Has priced the service on 
‘what the traffic will bear’ as in- 
fluenced by the relative bargaining 
position and ability of the pur- 
chaser and somie allocated cost 
determination. 

“2. Has not sought to assure the 
widest possible. benefits in the ul- 
timate disposition of its power. 

“3. Has not sought to develop a 
market for its power. 

“4, Has echieved only a. partial 
| standardization of its rates.”

PRESIDENT SPENDS DAY 


ON YEAR-END BUSINESS 


Signs Several Bills Before 
Monday Deadline—At Hyde 
Park Home. 


HYDE PARK, June 28 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt spent. Satur- 
day at his country home, dispos- 
ing of business that always stacks 
up near the end of the Govern- 
ment’s fiscal year and consulting 
Washington officials by telephone 
on the international situation. 

Several bills which had to be 
signed before the end of the fiscal 
year at midnight Monday were ap- 
proved by the President. More 
were expected to arrive by air- 
plane from Washington, including 
a $10,384,821,624 War Department 
appropriation. 

Signed today were 

ich: 

‘Extend the life of the Federal 
Housing Administration from July 
1, 1941, to-July 1, 1944, and increase 
the limits of its insured loans from 
$4,000,000,000 .to $5,000,000,000 for 
new construction and from $100,- 
000,000 to $165,000,000 for modern- 
ization and repair. 

Appropriate, for expenses in the 
year begining Tuesday, $21,822,467 
for the State Department, $179,- 
009,100 for the Commerce Depart- 
ment, $66,307,500 for the Justice 
Department and Federal judiciary 
and $188,325,923 for the Depart- 
ment of Interior. In addition, this 
last department received author- 
ity to make contracts up to $16,- 
675,000. 

William D. Hassett, secretary to 
the President, said he had asked 
Roosevelt about reports’ that 
Frank Murphy, Associate Justice 
of tie Supreme Court, would re- 
place Henry L. Stimson as Secre- 
tary of War. He said the Pres- 
ident told him stories like that 
were “solely to be attributed to the 
heat wave.” 

The President is expected to 
speak to the nation at 3 p. m. (St. 
Louis time) on July 4, leading 
them in what he has termed a 
“grand rededication to liberty.” 

The place for the address has 
not been announced, but it may 
be. the south portico of the White 
House in Washington. 

Roosevelt will speak briefly, and 
is expected to ask every American 
to join him in the pledge of al- 
legiance to the flag. 

The program will be in charge 
of the Office of Civilian Defense, 
directed by Mayor Fiorello La- 
Guardia of New York. 

Deeming it inadvisable to close 
down the Government plant be- 
cause of the urgency of the de- 
fense program, Roosevelt declined 
to excuse Federal émployes from 
working their regular four hours 
next Saturday, the day after the 
Fourth of July.

| | bane Like Demons. 


Nobody denies that when they 
get into a battle the Australians 
fight like demons. They love hand- 
to-hand encounters. They see no 
oes | SOOTY at all in strategic retreats. 
And evacuations, no matter how 
heroic, leave them cold. Had they 
been there, they wouid not have 
been proud of Dunkerque and they 
certainly did not brag about Greece. 
If the Aussies ever have to be 
taken out of Tobruk, you will hear 
no boasting of that operation, 
either. ' Their notion of war is to 
advance and to sing while doing it. 

There are three divisions, or 
some 50,000 Australians, in the 
Middle East, and they are all vol- 
unteers. Australia, during the last 
war, could not enforce conscrip- 
tion for overseas fighting and it 
has not been tried in this one, But 
they have had no trouble getting 
plenty of men for overseas duty. 


The Aussies usually express dis- 
like for their superior officers and 
that goes for their commander, 
Gen. Blamey, as well as for their 
second lieutenants. Blamey 
formerly Police Chief in Melbourne. 
When Lady Blamey suddenly ap- 
peared in Cairo, criticism was ram- 
pant among the ranks. How come 
the commander has his wife around 
when the rank and file can’t have 
theirs? This, of course, despite 
the fact that the last thing an 
average Aussie would have wanted 
around was his wife. (I heard a 
crack in Australia about the sol- 
diers considering overseas service 
a happy vacation from their wives.) 


When Prime Minister Menzies, 
on a trip last January to Darwin, 
visited a camp of soldiers, they 
hissed and booed him too, just 
for good measure. They did not 
like him’ because he was not @ 
Laborite. To top it all, the Aus- 
tralian soldier would rather be 
caught dead than saluting a Brit- 
ish officer. They simply don’t do 
it en masse, and of course you 
can’t court-martial the whole Aus- 
tralian Army, 


Help Selves to Autos. 


Picture a super American Le- 
gion convention and you can get 
a small idea of what happens when 
the Aussies come to town. Usual- 
ly they are impatient of ordinary 
transportation facilities and like- 
ly to help themselves to such pri- 
vate cars, trucks, motorcycles and 
bicycles as may be handy. 


Such outposts of Empire as 
Singapore, Colombo, Bombay, 
Capetown and Durban have all 
experienced spectacular and mem- 
orable visits from the Aussies in 
the last year and a half. 

The greatest mistake the Straits 
Settlements Government ever 
made was to let Singapore run out

fearful, frantic ransacking of pri-

SOS arrived.

Several hundred of 
them, more than willing to aid 
their country and “keep ‘em fly- 
ing,” Or at least walking, have 
been giving their all in smiles and 
ghoe leather for the past several 
weeks, by attending the Red Cross- 


sponsored dances, held every other 


Friday, for the newly inducted and 
waiting-to-be-sent-away draftees at 
‘ae Jefferson Barracks. 


Two hundred of them were wait- 
ing on the corner of Grand and 


Vista avenues, by 7:30 Friday 


night, when we played interested 
bystander at one of these draftee 
dances. A pretty and_ = spright- 
ly group, they were waiting with 
their chaperons and the Red Cross 
captains, in white uniforms and 
white coronets with pale blue rib- 
pons, to board the five orange 
school busses and the army recon- 
naissance car that were to take 
them to the dance. 


“The girls go in groups of 10, 


each group with a chaperon,” Mrs. 
Clarence E. Maloy Jr., assistant 
chairman of the newly formed Red 
Cross canteen,, told us, above the 
laughter and chatter.

Maloy explained, to keep anyone 
not on the approved list from get- 
ting to the dance, and the tags are 
a different color and size each 
time, so they can’t be passed 
around. 

Not that many girls would want 
to give up their passport that eas- 
ily.

“We meet boys from the city and 
boys from the country,” one girl 
said.

emergency, such as war, are cap- 
able of emergency group feeding, 
and can serve the army in spon- 
soring and directing certain activi- 
ties which the military deem use- 
ful at nearby cantonments. 

Members of the corps have been 
recruited by a committee composed 
of a canteen chairman and vice 
chairman and 15 captains. Hach 
captain has an organization of 10 
volunteers, making 150 in _ all. 
These every-other-week dances 
come under the heading, “Service 
to Selectees at Jefferson Bar- 
racks.” Future plans for service 
work among the selectees include 
collection of books, magazines, 
games, records and record players. 

“In an address to the National 
Convention of the Red Cross Chap-

F THERE was any boredom or 
| any nostalgia among the soldiers 

at the dance, they were certainly 
keeping it well under control, and 
the only really poignant ache that 
could be observed was the ache 
in the chaperons’ feet. 

Near the end of the dance, we 
plowed our way through the stag 
line to question a number of the 
draftees on their reaction to the 
dances. Like the girls, they all 
thought they were “swell.” One 
young man who was talking to 
four girls at once said gallantly, 
“It’s wonderful—and you can quote 
me.”

At 10:30, that gosh-awful hour 
when all army dances end, the 
band played “God Bless America” 
and it was all over. There were 
sprinklings of “Bye now” and a 
general refrain of “Oh, I’m so 
tired.” One girl, holding her foot 
and stroking her smudged white 
shoe, muttered, “Oh, well, it’s all 
for The Cause.” 

We got into the same bus going 
home, going by the same route, 
There was much talk but mostly 
in subdued tones, scattered conver- 
sation such as “I no sooner got 
there when I met somebody who 
used to live down the street from 
me” ...

“After all in a comic role you can 
tell immediately whether or not 
you’re going over.

I’m more 
of an institution than anytthing 
else at the Municipal Opera, a de- 
pendable—I hope—firehorse to do 
a few character roles. So I can 
tell the truth.

BEAUTY AND POSTURE

OUR posture may decide your 
Y efficiency at work, your score 

at play, your health, the tenor 
of your nerves and even your hap- 
piness. 


Balance, rhythm and reserve en- 
ergy are three things important 
in keeping your highest efficiency 
at play or at work. 


If you, practice correct posture 
daily, your rhythm should be good, 
your balance perfect and your en- 
ergy at its highest. On the other 
hand, if your posture is faulty 
while walking, sitting, standing and 
working, it is not likely to be good 
when you play or when you are 
out socially—since faulty posture 
soon becomes a ,.bad, clinging 
habit. 

Good posture means holding 
your body in balance, Stand with 
your back to the wall—head, heels, 
shoulders, buttocks and calves of 
legs touching it; hands by sides. 
Forcibly flatten the hollow of your 
back at lower spine, by pressing 
buttocks against the wall. There 
should not be more space at lower 


spine than the thickness of your, 


hand—palm against wall. 
x * * 

HERE IS another test for wdm- 
en: Stand close to wall, palms of 
hands placed on front of thighs. 
If your chest touches wall first 
(and if it is not oversized) your 
posture is likely to be good. If 
head touches wall first posture is 
only fair; if abdomen touches first 
your posture is very poor and you 
should lose no time in seeing a 
physician, 


If you are a housewife do all 
your duties in good posture for 
that will help you when you play 
tennis, golf or any other active out- 
door game. While dusting pictures 
and high shelves, both feet should 
be braced on the ladder and weight 
evenly distributed; your shoulders 
should be relaxed and your chest 
and abdomen held high.

IF YOU HAVE obvious figure 
defects you need not be discouraged 


for they may be eliminated through 
corrective exercise and by observ- 


ing good posture all of the time. 


Here are exercises to overcome 
rounded shoulders: 

Stand erect. Stretch head up 
high—keep shoulders back but not 
stiff—raise hands in front of you 
at shoulder level, then swing both 
arms back and around front, pre- 
scribing huge circles. Ten times 
beginning backward, ten times be- 
ginning frontward. 

Now extend arms in front of 
you again, at shoulder level but 
with backs of hands facing each 
other. Swing hands back as far 
as possible, or until shoulder 
blades meet—keeping head back. 
Repeat 25 times. 

Physiologists claim that a lot 
of needless poor health and inabil- 
ity to think and act clearly might 
be ‘prevented through attaining 

posture. In their opinion, 
young men and women of ‘today 
are only half as efficient as they 
might be, As success in one thing 
is vital to happiness it is worth 
any girl's or woman’s effort to 
work for good posture and to pre- 
serve it once it is attained.

Prices of 28 Basic Commodities Show Big Increase

WASHINGTON, June 28. 

UROPE has now been at 

war for more than 21 months 

and the United States is 
not only manufacturing muni- 
tions for export but is expend- 
ing huge sums in building up its 
defenses. While it is inevitable 
that this should have repercus- 
sions in American ‘commodity 
markets and upon/the cost of 
living, the advance in the gen- 
eral price level had in fact been 
very moderate until the begin- 
ning of this year. 
/ In the last week of Decem- 
ber, 1940, the all-commodities 
index of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, based upon the 
wholesale prices of nearly 900 
products, was «nly 7 per cent 
higher than it had been in Au- 


gust, 1939, just before war was | 


declared. Retail prices had 

risen even less; and by Dec. 15, 

1940, the cost of living in 

American cities—including rents 

and services/ as well as food, 
= clothing, and house furnishings 
f —was only 2 per cent above its 
* August, 1939, level. 

With the turn of the year, the 
situation changed rapidly. Ex- 
panding civilian demand as a 
result of rising employment and 
higher wages began to make 
itself felt increasingly. 

Operations in leading indus- 
tries such as the steel industry 
had reached virtually full ca- 
pacity and buyers were clamor- 
ing for more goods of all kinds. 
Practically the full available 
supply of such basic raw ma- 
terials as aluminum and zinc 
was needed for direct arma- 
ment orders and civilian users 
turned to scrap markets to fill 
their requirements and bid 
prices up almost regardless of 
value. The shipping situation 
became more acute and there 
were continuing reports of fur- 
ther increases in shipping rates 
for such products as burlap, 
sugar, coffee and tungsten. 

Largely as a result of these 
factors, prices in almost ill 
markets turned sharply up- 
wards early in February and 

& have been advancing virtually 

: without interruption since that 
date. By June 19 the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics daily index 
shows prices of 28 basic com- 
modities had advanced to 147 
per cent of its level in August 
1939, representing a rise of 
about 20 per cent in four 
months. 

The move was both wide- 
spread and rapid; it included 
all kinds of basic’ commodities, 
domestic as well as imported, 
agricultural as well as indus- 
trial. 

The advances which have oc- 
curred in wholesale prices are 
beginning to be felt increas- 
ingly in retail markets. Prices

ITH the easy confidence 
W of a man who can trace 

his lineage back to the 
first Georgia sharecropper, I 
came to Washington expecting 
to step out a little socially. 


I didn’t plan on being a so- 
cial lion exactly but I had hopes 
of being at least a social chip- 
munk, and getting around 
enough to justify having had 
the lapels of my dinner jacket 
re-faced. In a city that is the 
chief stronghold of democracy, 
I reasoned, neighborliness and 
informality would be stressed. 

My awakening came when a 
friend sent me a copy of “So- 
cial Washington,” a little book 
that tells you exactly what to 
do and what not to do in this 
capital of the country where 
all men are created free and 
equal. Its pages are as cold 
as if they had been torn from 
the diary of an Arctic ex- 
plorer, and I hadn’t read more 
than three chapters before I 
knew I would be lucky if I 
ever even got invited to a Dutch 
treat luncheon at the Automat.

BRAISED SHORT RIBS OF BEEF 

Season short ribs of beef with 
salt and pepper and dredge lightly 
with flour.

sides in hot beef drippings. Then 
add a small amount of water, or 
beef stock if you have it, and a 
few vegetables for seasoning such 
as an onion, a carrot, a stalk of 
celery and a tiny piece of bay leaf. 
Cover closely and cook about three 
hours (300 degrees F.) or until 
meat is tender. Turn meat once 
or twice during the cooking, add- 
ing additional water or beef stock 
to create enough steam to keep 
meat moist during the braising. 
When cooked remove meat to hot 
platter and strain the liquid in 
pan over it. The vegetables are 
discarded or they may be pressed 
through a sieve and the pulp mixed 
into the gravy. A self basting 
roaster or Dutch oven ig ideal 
for this type of cookery. 

Another favorite seldom thought 
of is beef tongue, either fresh or 
smoked, Most tongues are lightly 
smoked today and they seem more 
in demand than the fresh ones, at 
least they are easier to find in 
market, although you may ‘use 
either kind in the recipe.

DO YOU LOVE ADVENTURE, EXCITEMENT, ROMANCE? THEN 
BECOME A DELVER INTO THE WORLD OF WORDS. 


By Frank Colby 


HE following ridiculous sentence will illustrate the point I have 
T vee making in these articles: that many of our most familiar 
words have lost every vestige of their original meaning: “The 
satisfied-eyed maker, putting down his beech tree, gazed through the 
wind’s eye at the knowing, deceitful flay’s eye growing on the bench 


of the stream’s bank.” — 


Now if you had read such a non- 
sensical statement in a book, with- 
out having been put on guard, you 
would be fully justified in con- 
cluding that the author had tak- 
en complete leave of his senses. 
But the truth is, the paragraph in 
quotes is a literal translation of 
this sentence: 


The SAD-eyed POET, putting 
down his BOOK, gazed through the 
WINDOW at the CUNNING LIT- 
TLE DAISIES growing on the 
BANK of the RIVER. 


The word SAD, you see, origin- 
ally was spelled saed. It was the 
Anglo-Saxon word for satisfied, 
firm, steadfast. Later, the word 
meant sated, surfeited, hence, by 
extension, weary, gloomy and, 
therefore, unhappy. 

The POET was not always an 
imaginative, soulful and starving 
aesthete. No; he was, if you 
please, a builder! Poet is from 
the Greek’ word poiein, to make; 
to construct. 

The word BOOK comes to us 
from the Anglo-Saxon boc, the 
beech (tree), for the ancient Sax- 
ons wrote their mysterious runes 
on pieces of beech wood in lieu 
of paper. 

The word WINDOW is a survival 
of the Middle English windowe, 
which meant the wind’s eye. This 
would indicate that early windows 
were valued more for ventilation 
than for illumination. 

Originally the word CUNNING 
(from the Anglo-Saxon cunnan) 
did not mean crafty, artful, schem- 
ing, nor “cute.” It meant “to 
know; to be able,” hence, capable 
and well-informed. Likewise, the 
word LITTLE has traveled far 
afield since Anglo-Saxon days 
when the spelling was lytel and 
the meaning was “deceitful.” 

The Anglo-Saxon word for 
DAISY was daeges-eage; it meant 
“the day’s eye,” and this is pret- 
ty good evidence that the invad- 
ers of England, savage and bar- 
baric though they were, were capa- 
ble of tossing off a pleasant bit of 
poetic imagery when they had a 
mind to. 

The word BANK, in Middle Eng- 
lish, was spelled banke and meant 
bench, while RIVER, surprisingly, 
did not mean a flowing stream, 
but the land forming the bank of 
the stream. River has evolved 
from the Latin riparius, of or per- 
taining to a bank or shore.

Word hunting is comparable to 
journeying in a strange and wun- 
charted land: one never knows 
what delightful discoveries will 
present themselves at each new 
turn of the road.

In the 
same way, an adder was “a nad- 
ner,” and an apron was “a na- 
pron,” while, reversing the process, 
a nickname originally was “an 
ickname,” and a newt was “an 
ewt.”

Well, then, 
H let us return to the word 
APRON. Is there any connec- 
tion between an apron and a map? 
Yes, they both evolved from the 
Latin word mappa, which means 

napkin, of all things! 

TYRANT once meant lord, king. 
SAVAGE is from the Latin silvati- 
cus, meaning a dweller of the for- 
est. IMBECILE once designated 
a person so physically weak that 
he could walk only with crutches 
or canes, while a LUNATIC was 
one whose sanity was upset by 
changes of the moon. A DELIR- 
IUM was not a violent fit of mad- 
ness. The word meant to go out 
of the furrow in plowing. 

In the beginning, the word 
BIBLE had a meaning that was 
neither sacred nor religious. It is 
from the Latin biblia which simply 
meant book, @ meaning that still 
survives in many such words as 
bibliography, bibliophile, — bibliol- 
ogy. 

One more surprise word and we 
shall have finished. Don’t ask me 
why, but the word CARNIVAL is 
a corruption of the Middle Latin 
phrase carne vale. What is so 
strange about that? Well, only 
this: carne vale, literally trans- 
lated, is the despairing cry: “O, 
flesh, farewell!”

More of the Same, 
Those Infernal Nazis 


‘Underground,’ at'Fox Theater, Says 
Germany Has Its Own Fifth Column. 


By Colvin McPherson ~ 


HERE was a time when a movie taking a swipe at the Nazis was 

an event. A time when meek citizens asked, “Do they DARE?” 

and even a movie reviewer wondered if the studio would go 
through with its plans. A time when Mr. Will Hays would beg 
and plead, “Oh, please don’t, Mr. Warner; it will ruin the market in 
Albania and Hungary and Spain.” But éll this was long ago, and 
now we have a movie about the Nazis almost every week. Not only 
is this type of film a staple article, it comes in several sizes and can 
be either the Inside Germany or Outside Germany model. 

Suppose you were a Hollywood producer and wanted to make a 
movie about the Nazis, what would you do first? You’d round up a 
cast of exiles. For a film like Warner Bros.’ “Underground,” at the 
Fox Theater, you’d need a lot of exiles, but since anybody from Europe 
is an exile these days, you’d have plenty. 

Then you'd start writing your story. That would be easy enough. 
Anybody who has seen “Professor Mamlock,” “Pastor Hall,” “Escape,” 
“The Man I Married,” “The Mortal Storm” and “So Ends Our Night” 
knows enough about Germany to write an anti-Nazi film. A few 
beatings, a few suicides, some concentration camp scenes, Put in a 
lot of spying by the Gestapo and end every sentence with “Heil, 
Hitler!” instead of a punctuation mark. 

Now to ghow that you read the papers, mention the sinking of the 
Bismarck and the flight of Rudolf Hess. There, now, you've got 
something hot off the griddle. 

It’s just your hard luck if Hitler decided Jast Sunday to invade 
Russia and hopped right over and did it. 

“Underground,” trying to be new and encouraging at the same 
time, tells us that all is not well inside Germany, that people get to- 
gether and plot against the Government and broadcast illegal appeals 
to decent folk. And although the Nazis maul and murder members 
of the Underground, others enlist in the cause. How much of it we 
believe is our own business. : 

Anyway, “Underground” does work up a fairly vigorous interes 
as melodrama and has some really punchy sequences near the finish. 
Philip Dorn, young Dutch actor, does splendid work as an Under- 
ground leader, and Kaaren Verne, also from on the other side, gives 
a performance of great sincerity. Jeffrey Lynn is just one of our nice 
American boys who pretends he’s an honest Nazi and you can’t even 
pretend that very well these days. 

For variety, the Fox gives its customers a farce called “Thieves 
Fall Out,” in which doughty old Jane Darwell takes a pair of gangsters 
to a cleaning.

I was young, children,” said Grandpa, “along about 

bs 1929, it was, there was a trio of great comedians called the 

Marx Brothers. There were four Marx Brothers, as a matter 

of fact, but that other fellow, Zeppo, never was funny. He was what 

they called the straight man but few people ever understood that.

“Almost everybody in those days thought the Marx Brothers were 
marvelous. Why, I remember a scene in “The Cocoanuts’ where 
Groucho was trying to auction off some Florida real estate and he 
couldn’t get any offers. He gave a lower and lower price, then threw 
in a subscription to the Youth’s Companion, asked if they’d buy lead 
pencils and offered to wrestle anybody in the crowd. You'd have 
laughed your head off if you could have seen it. 

“Then there was ‘Animal Crackers’ and Groucho was a big game 
hunter back from Africa and he arrived at a formal reception with some 
big, black natives carrying him in a litter. And although he had 
just arrived, he sang a song about ‘I must be going’ that put us 
in stitches, And the other two boys were great clowns, too. Harpo 
always chasing blondes and tooting an automobile horn and Chico 
playing thé piano with one finger. 

“*“Duck Soup’ and ‘Horse Feathers’ had their fun, too. I remem- 
ber Groucho was in a cap and gown in one of them. Then ‘A Night 
at the Opera’—that was really wild.

HALF-HOUR broadcast in 
Anoner of Charles Evans Hughes, 

retiring Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, is scheduled on 
KSD at 7:30 tomorrow night.

HE crippled French Navy, which dropped into the background of the 
news after many of its best ships were battered or captured by 
British forces, has been looming large on the horizon as a result of 

fighting between Free France and British forces on one side and Vichy 
troops on the other. A good 70 per cent of this fleet is under command 
of Admiral Jean Darlan, long partial to the Axis. About 15 per cent is 
immobilized in British ports, 10 per cent is of the Free France force and 
the remaining ships are scattered about Indo-Chinese and other ports. 

Although Darlan’s part of the fleet is by far the most powerful—five 
battleships, one aircraft carrier, one seaplane tender, three heavy 
cruisers, nine light cruisers, 75 submarines and about 45 destroyers—it 
has several weaknesses. The personnel is suffering from the internal 
dissension that already has weakened the French nation. Four of its five 
battleships were damaged in fights with the British and it is not known 
just how well they have been repaired. The fifth, the 35,000-ton Jean Bart, 
is believed to have only four of her eight 15-inch guns mounted. Several 
weeks ago it was known that most of the fleet was scattered about in 
ports of Unoccupied France, and in Dakar, Casablanca and Oran. 

On all the French ships, the officers and men are of sturdy type. 
Many of the seamen and petty officers come from Brittany province 
which for centuries has been the cradle of French seamanship. Officers 
stand high in intelligence and training; many come from families that 
have served the Navy for generations. During the nine months that these 
men fought alongside British ships against German submarines and

The Free France forces have at their disposal three battleships, four 
heavy cruisers, two light cruisers, 15 destroyers, 10 submarines and a 
large number of valuable small craft such as torpedo boats 


and patrol vessels, At Alexandria are the Lorraine, a 22,000-ton battleship 


with eight 13.4-inch guns; the four heavy cruisers Tourville, Duquesne, 
Suffren and Colbert with eight eight-inch guns and 33 knots speed; the 
light cruiser Duguay-Trouin of 7200 tons with eight six-inch guns and 
speed of 34 knots; several destroyers and a few small craft. The 22,000. 
ton eships Courbet and Paris, 12 12-inch guns and 20 knots speed, 
which were taken over by the British in British ports, have been reported 
serving as convoys with the Free French forces.

Admiral Darlan’s five battleships appear to be in fair condition as a 
whole. The uncompleted Jean Bart lies at Casablanca with the three light 
cruisers, Montcalm, Georges Leygues and Primauguet, and a dozen 
destroyers.. At Dakar is the Jean Bart's sister ship, Richelieu, still in 
damaged condition from British torpedo plane and speed boat attacks 
last July but a very able harbor defense vessel. The light cruisers Gloire 
and Marseilles, 8000-tonners, also are at Dakar. 

The major portion of the Darlan Navy, which includes the battleships 
Strasbourg, Dunkerque and Provence, been operating out of the 
French naval base of Toulon.
